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Serv ing On the Ho me Fro nt 
Closing of the W ar Price and Rationing board 
office in Salem m eans tht end of a long, arduous task 
well done by a volunteer force in helping the public 
carry on under wartime regulation: 
While till of 
these regulations have not been lifted, so many have 
been abandoned that the work in the entire county 
can now be handled by one office, which has been 
located in East Liverpool 
It is tim e now for the public of » Salem 
the people 
who have been served 
to offer their thank s to the 
men and women who have served so untiringly on 
the various panels, and to the men and young women 
from office staffs of several industries who spent long 
night hours m onth after m onth in the ration board 
office, to public school teachers who served on many 
occasions. These are the unsung heroes who labflred 
voluntarily while the public grumbled about their 
rations. They deserve the plaudits of those who, in 
their grumbling, paid little or no heed to how or by j 
w h'tn they were being served, but who now are be­ 
ginning to realize how m uch worse these regulations 
could have been without the volunteer help 
Deserving of his full share of public recognition Is 
William Nyk tas, owner of the building where the 
ration board had its headquarters. He not only do­ 
nated the room without charge, but he also furnished 
light, heat and janitor service 
And at the same time 
he contributed generously to every cam paign that 
aided in the war effort. 
Almost forgotten by the public, also, is the service 
given by the Selective Service, or draft board mem­ 
bers Every member of the original board is still serv­ 
ing and will continue to serve faithfully until the last 
call for inductees into the armed service. It has been 
a long, noble effort on their part and they have done 
a difficult Job so much better than the public had 
ex pect<*d tha t they should now come In for their full 
share of public thank s and appreciation. 
Prom tim e to tim e others did valiant work on the 
home front, spending much time and effort as their 
contribution to the w ar-tim e Job 
But the bulk of the 
work fell on the ration and draft boards, whose m em ­ 
bers carried on willingly and without complaint. 


Vo ters Face Vital Issue 
Unless the county's one mill tax levy is approved 
by the voters at nex t Tuesday’s election scores of 
tuberculosis oases throughout the county are going to 
be neglected because of lack of funds to give them 
proper treatm ent 
A total of 100 cases are on record 
In the office of the Columbiana County Health league. 
Today fewer than 50 are being given hospital care 
and all funds available will be required to continue 
tha t hospitalization until the end of the present year. 
W ithout the funds which the proposed levy would 
provide, all of the 2.5 to .50 cases now being cared for 
will not receive the financial help required nex t year 
because not as much money will be available from 
general county funds. T hat Ls to say. of course, that 
no attention can be given to the 7 0 or more k nown 
cases which of necessity are being neglected today. In 
this enlightened age, with its organized efforts and 
advanced m ethods of curbing the contagious disease, 
it is difficult to understand how any think ing voter 
Could possibly be opposed to the tax levy 
T hat levy would provide approx im ately $105.000, 
of which amount the county commissioners have ear­ 
mark ed $55,000 for T B work 
The balance would be 
used to provide improvements to Fairm uunt C hildren’s 
Home and the County Home, with a small portion 
going for repairs to the courthouse and for soldiers 
and sailors relief 
All of these are needed, but the 
greatest need of all is the care of tubercular patients, 
not alone to provide hospitalization, but to insure 
protection against further spread of the contagion.
